in the marathon this year. There are many 
opportunities to help. For example, we could use:

* Portable digipeaters to provide more consistent 


coverage of the course. We may choose to use 
an alternate frequency, due to a reporting filter 
on the local 144.39 repeater. 

One or more stations set up as iGates to gate 
traffic between the RF network and APRS-IS. 
Mobile and portable stations in multiple 
positions—shadowing race officials, providing 
reports from water stations, etc. 

Mobile stations in police escort vehicles, etc. 


We might also consider putting up an APRS 
display station at the Start/Finish line to provide 
updates to the race officials and general public. 

If you already have APRS equipment, this is a 
great chance to try it out. If not, RARS has three 
stations that can be loaned out for this purpose. 

Also, anyone with a smartphone can run an 
APRS app. These apps can provide full APRS 
functionality, including position reporting and 
messaging using a smartphone. We plan to 
combine the smartphone and RF information to 
provide full course coverage.

am working in my law 
office half time and enjoy 
amateur radio, camping, 
gardening, and outdoor 
cooking. 


Electronics—In 1946-47, I 
was in the U.S. Navy, out of 
boot camp and a graduate of 
basic electronics studying 
Advanced Electronics at the 
Naval Research Lab in 
Washington, D.C. As a farm 
boy from North Carolina I 
knew nothing about electronics 
but checked out some books 
and studied and passed the pre- 
admission exam so I joined the 
Navy rather than be drafted in 
the Army. 


Florida Ham—In 1980 I was 
sitting in an outside mall in 


Florida enjoying the breeze 
and observing the people while 
my wife went shopping. 
Nearby was a vendor who had 
a stand and a hand mike. He 
explained that he was in 
amateur radio and when he did 
not have a customer he 
enjoyed talking on the air. His 
antenna wires were up in the 
trees. 


Tech License—In 1988 I 
began studies in a course 
sponsored by RARS and 
obtained my tech license in 
1990, after struggling so hard 
with the five words per minute 
code that I stopped my efforts.
